SPRAYING FOR BROWN 
ROT HELPS GROWERS 


Citrus growers some times suf¬ 
fer great loss in navel and lemon 
orchards from brown rot of the 
fruits. This is a disease that 
causes a rapid breaking down of 
the fruit due to an infection by 
a fungus organism which comes 
to the surface of the ground dur¬ 
ing cool, rainy, weather In the 
late or early winter according to 
Farm Advisor Rounds. 

The growers should each year 
spray his orchard with a Bor¬ 
deaux spray. Treatment should be 
given as early as possible in No¬ 
vember or December, spraying 
the surface of the ground under¬ 
neath the trees, as well as the 
fruit and branches about three 
heet in height.
